in the laboratory area will be a num¬ 
ber of ultra-clean, temperature and 
humidity controlled rooms for critical 
work. Parking areas are planned 
around the building. 

The basic details for the 23 page 
sales agreement had been worked out 
by June 1959, and the signing repre¬ 
sented months of red tape cutting. 
The Federal Housing and Home 
Finance Agency had held up final 
approval because of technicalities. 
The sale price was 70 cents per square 
foot. These two parcels are the first 
major pieces of urban renewal land to 
reach the contract stage. Arrange¬ 
ments for the purchase of the other 
large parcel of land by the Adams 
Super Markets are still not complete.

corporate basis in several areas. They 
are the areas of basic research; overall 
employe, industrial and community 
relations; payroll; factory and general 
accounting; legal, patents and con¬ 
tracts; purchasing and the like. 

The Concord plant was originally 
started in 1956 with a building con¬ 
taining 32,000 square feet of manu¬ 
facturing space. Since that time 
three additions have increased the 
manufacturing space to 78,000 square 
feet. Two new products have ac¬ 
counted for this phenomina! growth - 
solid tantalum capacitors and elec¬ 
tro-chemical switching transistors. 
The plant presently employs over 
800 persons. 

In July of 1956 Mr. Jesse Ault was 
named General Manager of the newly 
created Concord plant. Prior to 
joining Sprague Electric, Mr. Ault 
had been associated with the Western 
Electric Company since World War I. 
From 1943 until his retirement in 
1955, due to Western Electric’s 
compulsory retirement system, he 
had been responsible for some 4,200 
employes of Western Electric’s Massa¬ 
chusetts operations. 

Mr. Robert Parrish was named to 
succeed Mr. Alt upon the latter’s 
retirement from Sprague Electric on 
March 1, I960. Mr. Parrish was 
transferred to the Concord plant as 
Factory Manager of Transistor Manu¬ 
facturing in July of 1959. Previously 
he was Factory Manager of the Ashe 
County, North Carolina plant from 
the date of its establishment in 1953 
until his transfer to Concord. He has 
a wide range of experience in industry, 
beginning in 1938 with the Tennessee 
Valley Authority where he served as a 
Development Engineer. In 1940 he 
joined the Engineering Department of 
Merck and Company, Rahway, New 
Jersey; and three years later was 
loaned to the Kellcx Corporation of 
New York for design work on the 
Manhattan Project which resulted in 
creation of the first atomic bombs. He 
later transferred to Oak Ridge, 
Tennessee as an Area Supervisor with 
the Carbide and Carbon Chemicals 
Company. In 1945 he joined the 
Abbott Laboratories, Inc. as a Senior 
Processing Engineer, a position he 
held for eight years. 
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Everyone in America is in a hurry 
for our defense program to get 
started.
